Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In response to Applicant's arguments (See pp. 7-12 of Applicant's Paper filed 2/10/2009.) regarding the amended claims, it is noted that the 
amended claims substantially change the scope of the invention which requires further consideration and search. 

Applicant's amended claims are hybrid claims containing more than one invention within each claim. Applicant needs to decide which 
invention it wants to prosecute and make the appropriate amendments. For example, amended independent claim 1 contains inventions 
directed towards the method of locating feed and sugar cane mills, the method of growing a fodder crop, the method of processing a fodder 
crop, the method of growing sugar cane and possibly the method of enhancing soil. 

Although there probably are efficiencies in locating two mills near each other, the language regarding "synergistically" does not make 
sense. The fodder crop or the sugar cane do not appear to be better because of the location of the mills. 

In response to Applicant's arguments (See p. 8, para. 3 to p. 9, para. 3 of Applicant's Paper filed 2/10/2009.) regarding processing the 
fodder, it is noted that said language is for a distinct method than for locating feed and sugar cane mills near each other.
